When he first visited, or rather was 
exiled to Lausanne, “he exchanged 
his elegant apartment in Magdalen 
College for a narrow, gloomy street, 
the most unfreyuented of an anhand- 
some town, for an old, inconvenient 
house, and for a small chamber ill- 
contrived and ill-furnished, which on 
the approach of winter, instead of a 
companionable fire, must be warmed 
by the dull invisible heat of a stove.” 
W hen he returucdagain fromLondon, 
the contrast was quite in favour of 
this “unhandsome town.” Instead 
of a small house between a street and 

stable-vard, lL began to occupy aspa- 
cious and convenient mansion con- 
nected on the north side with the city, 
ind Open on the south to a beautiful 
2nd boundless horizon. A garden of 
four acres had been laid out by the 
taste of M. Deyverdun: from the gar- 
den a rich scenery of meadows and 
vineyards descends tothe LemanLake, 
and the prospect far beyond the lake 
is crowned by the stupendous moun- 
tains Of Savoy 

The French revolution, and the oc- 
cupation of Savoy by the republican 
troops under General Montesquiou, 
once more changed the aspect of the 
scene for Gibbou ; what he admired 
as the kingdom of Savoy, he did not 
relish as the department of Mont 
Blane “ My noble scenery,” writes 
he, ‘is clouded by the democratical 

pect of twelve leagues of the oppo 
site coast, which every morning ob- 
trude themselves ou my view.” 

Che biography of those days, or the 
luistory of man’s private opinions du- 
riuy this time, forms a most humilat- 
ing study—to observe how idly form-
